After hours of cross-examination by 
Attorney W. 8. Forrest for the defense, 
that was the resulting statement of 


today in the trial of Lee O'Neil 
Browne,. charged with bribing White 
to vote for Lorimer for Benator. 

Attorney Forrest sought time and 
again to show that White attempted 
to blackmail Senator Lorimer when he 
asked ‘the Senator to purchase the 
20,000 word story of White's confession, 
in which he admitted that he had ac- 
cepted bribe money to vote for Lori- 
mer. 

White imsisted that never had 
any Inténtion of extorting money from 
the Senator: in fact, never expected to 
receive the amount he asked for the 
typewritten article. 

White further testified that he wrote 
Browne a letter asking for a loan and 
Browne's cUoperation in getting po- 
sition, the purpose being to obtain a 
reply from Browne wherein he might 
get “something on“ him, also. 

Strenuous efforts were made by At- 
torney Forrest to show that Browne 

has been a benefactor to White, and

TWO VITAL PROBLEMS. 

“There are no two public questions 
of more vital importance to the future 
of this country than the problem of 
conservation and the problem of the 
betterment of rural te. Moreover, 
these two problems are really inter- 
dependent, for neither of them can be 
successfully solved save on condition 
that there is at least a measurable 
success in the effort to solve the oth- 
er. In any great country the prime 
physical asset—the physical asset more 
Valuable than any other—is the fer- 
tility of the soll. 

“All our industrial and commercial 
welfare, all our material development 
of every kind, depends in the last re- 
sort upon our preserving and incréas- 
ing the fertility of the soil. This, of 
course, means the conservation of the 
soil as the great natual resource; and, 
equally, of course, it furthermore im- 
plies the development of country life, 
for there ‘cannot be a rmanent im- 
provement of the soil if the life of 
those who live on it, and make their 
living out of it, is suffered to starve 
and languish, to become stunted and 
weakened and inferior to the type of 
life lived elsewhere. 

“We are now trying to preserve, net 
for exploitation by individuals, but 
for the permanent benefit of the 
whole people, the waters and the for- 

„ and we are doing this primarily 
as a means of adding to the fertility 
of the soll; although in each case 
there is a great secondary use both 
of the water and of the forests for 
commercial and irdustria] purposes. 

“In the same way it is essential for 
the farmers themselves to try to 
broaden the life of the man who lives 
in the open country; to make it more 
attractive, to give it eve a and 
ald to development wh has been 
given to the lite of the ine of the 
cities.

“The problem does not consist merely 
in the growth of the city. Such a 
growth in itself is a good thing, and 
not a bad thing for the country. The 
problem consists in the growth of the 
city at the expense of the country; 
and, even where this is not the case, 
in so great an equality of growth in 
power and interest as to make the city 
more attractive than thé country, and 
therefore apt to drain the count of 
the people who ought to live therein. 

“The human side of the rural life 
problem is to make the career of the 
farmer and the career of the farm la- 
borer as attractive and ag remunera- 
tive as corresponding careers in the 
city. Now, I am well aware that the 
farmer must himself take the lead in 
bri ng this about. 

e wise English farmer, Arthur 
Young, wrote of the efforts to improve 
Frenth wool: ‘A cultivator at the head 

of a sheep farm of 3000 4000 acres 
would, in a. few years, more for 
their wools all the academicians

uries.’ 

“Tt is absurd to think that any man 
who has studied the subject only the- 
oretically is fit to direct those who 
practically work at the matter.

to refuse to benefit by the work of t the 
student.

One rea- 
eon why the great business men of 
today—the great industrial leaders— 
have ahead, while the farmer has 
tend to sag behind the others, is 
that they are far more willing, and, 
indeed eager, to profit by expert and 
technical know know 
that can only come ag & result of the 
highest education. 

“From railways to factories, no great 
industrial concern can now be 
carried on save by the aid Of a swarm 
of men who have received a high tech- 
nical education in chemistry, — 
gineering, in electricity, 
more of scores of special euhjects. The 
big business man, the big railway man, 
does not ask college-trained experts to 
tell him how to run his business; but 

does ask numbers of them each to 
give him expert advice and aid on 
some one point indispensable to his 
business. 

“In just the same way the farmers 
should benefit by the advice of the 
technical men who have been —— 
in phases of the very work the farm 
does.

“The problem of the farm is really 
the problem of the family that lives 
on the farm. On all these questions 
there is need of intelligent study, such 
as marks the books of Prof. Bailey of 
Cornell and of Horace Plunkett's book 
on The Rural Life Problems of the 
United States.’ 

“Above all, the conditions of farm 
life must always be shaped with a view 
to the welfare of the farmer's wife 
and the farm laborer’s wife, quite as 
much as to the welfare of the farmer 
and farm laborer.

The President will favor further re- 
vision of the tariff. 

While he is still convinced that the 
Payne-Aldrich law is the best tariff 
‘aw the country has had up to this 
time, he has at last reached the con- 


provement. 


Mr. Taft does not propose that busi- 
ness shall be upset by anotner whole- 
sale revision, but will recommend to 
Congress that individual schedules in 
the tariff system be taken up sepa- 
rately and be disposed of on a scien- 
tifie basis. 

The new revision is to be based upon 
the findings of the Tariff Commision 
as to the cost of production at home 
and abroad. Only a fair profit iste 
be allowed the American producer. 
“Extortionate and unreasonable” 
profits, the President declares, are to 
be tolerated no longer. 

The President has outlined his posi- 
tion in the letter he has sent to Rep- 
resentative McKinley of [llinois for 
publication in the Republican Congres- 
sional cam n text-book. The letter 
was mall from Beverly yesterday.

SHREWD MOVE. 

Political observers regard this move 
as about the shrewdest made during 
the present administration. It offers 
an excellent opportunity for the insur- 
gents and regulars to get together in 
the campaign, and President Taft has 
been exceedingly anxious to find 
ground upon which the factions could 
meet without embarrassment. 
principal fight of the insurgents was 
on some schedules of the tariff Lill. 

President Taft is meeting. them

Mr. Taft — — to meet this with 
the recommendation that before any 
new schedule is taken up for con- 
sideration, a rule shall be passed by 
both House and Senate, providing that 
amendments; to a certain schedule of 
the tariff shall be in order and that 
any amendments not e to that 
particular schedule ll be out of 


order. 
The President takes the ground that 
it was impossible to revise the tariff 
immediately after the Republican 
platform was adopted, and to revise 
at the same time On a basis of the 
difference between cost of production 
at home and abroad. He believes sub- 
stantial progress Was made in the 
Payne-Aldrich act, and now that the 
Tariff Commission has got its inquir- 
les well under way, it will soon be pos- 
sible to take up the individual sched- 
ules and revise them on the basis de- 
clared for in the party platform.
